Resistance: ANTI-NSBM Volume 1 


(Released February 21,2015) 

A group of around 60 fascists (mostly from CasaPound) attacked activists from Cremona’s Dordoni social centre. The attack 
on seven or eight activists was launched by around ten people, and very soon bolstered by 40 more. Emilio, one of the 
activists and someone very well known in Cremona, was beaten with a bar and then kicked in the face and head as he was 
lying on the ground. The attack appears to have been prepared in advance, taking advantage of a football match to bring 
together fascists from Parma, Brescia and other towns with those from Cremona. Emilio is now in a very serious condition, 
he is in coma. Dordoni’s activists have made a complaint that the fascists were merely identified by the police and then 
released but that the activists who were defending Dordoni were charged. 

Anti-racist activists from Cremona and from all over Italy have called for a national anti-racist demonstration in Cremona on 
24 January, and for solidarity demonstrations in many different cities. Clashes broke out at an anti-racist rally in Cremona, 

Italy when around 2,000 protesters took to the streets to object to this attack by far-right group supporters. According to La 
Stampa, the protesters were trying to reach the headquarters of CasaPound and broke windows and vandalised streets in the 
process. 

This episode is not isolated: there have been many different attacks let by CasaPound or other far-right movements over the 
last few months. In September, in Naples, a high school student was beaten by some far-right individuals. In Rome, in 
November, a group of far-right militants attacked supporters of Ardita San Paolo football team.

(released March 14,2015) 

Eric McDavid is an anarchist and environmental activist who was entrapped by an FBI informant and charged with a single count of 
“conspiracy to use fire or explosives to damage corporate and government property”. In May of 2008 Eric was sentenced to an 
outrageous 19 years and 7 months in prison. 

On January 8th, 2015, after serving 9 years in prison his judgment and sentencing were vacated when it became known that the FBI 
had failed to disclose potentially exculpatory evidence to the defense. Eric plead guilty to a lesser charge that carried a 5 year 
maximum sentence and was released almost immediately. 

This incredible victory occurred because we all refused to give up the struggle to set him free. Thank you to all of you who have 
supported Eric during these last 9 years. Despite the heavy-handed repression of the state, Eric refused to compromise his politics or 
his integrity, just as all of us who supported him refused to abandon the struggle to see him free. But the struggle is not over. Though 
Eric is no longer held in a prison cell he is faced with the difficult task of rebuilding his life after a lengthy period of incarceration.

(released August 24, 2015) 

100% of the proceeds of this compilation will go toward caravana43.com to help parents and classmates of the 43 (Normalista 
students who disappeared on September 26, 2014 in Iguala, Guerrero, Mexico) going to United States. 

The main aim is to provide an international forum for the parents who have lost their children in a government of systemic 
violence and impunity. Another important goal of the caravana is to shed light on US foreign policy, specifically the Merida 
Initiative and its connection to socioeconomic conditions and violencejn Mexico. 

On September 26, 2014 a group of students was attacked by the police and other people in the city of Iguala, leaving six dead, 
25 or more wounded, and 43 disappeared. While there have been several official and other unofficial investigations as of this 
date (January 2015) we have no clear idea of what happened to the students. We don’t know who killed, wounded, or 
kidnapped them, nor do we have a clear motive.

1- Let's talk about blog origins if you can. 

BK Well, I think it started in the late autumn of 2006, when I 
visited Moscow for the first time and personally met with 
some people who were more knowledgeable of anarchism and 
punk/crust scene than me. Back then the whole anarcho scene 
in the place where I lived consisted of teenagers who listened 
to the most mainstream punk and nu-metal bands, and all their 
activities were limited to drinking and spray-painting (A)s on 
walls. That's how I found out about crust (few people in 
Russia knew about it back then) and I immediately fell in love 
with its aesthetics, which I found to be very similar to those of 
black metal. 

I loved black metal too, but the thing that really put me off 
was the amount of fascists in that scene, especially here in 
Eastern Europe. A search for anti-fascist black metal bands 
didn't yield much except from the well-known statements 
from Summoning and Michael Ford of Black Funeral. A 
search for anarchist black metal gave even less result: the only 
thing I could find is a mention of Timebomb, that was 
described as "Italian, vegan straight edge, anarcho-communist 
black metal". I couldn't find their music anywhere, and was 
afraid it might be complete shit, but at least I was relieved by 
the fact that anarcho-black metal actually exist. (Later it 
turned out to be completely not what I expected - very good 
metallic hardcore with some hints of black metal). 

Among the things I became aware of thanks to these people I 
met in late 2006, was the e-zine called "Diversion 
(http://diversion.j3qq4.org/) - the only crust zine in Russian 
back then. It existed from 2005 to 2008, and it was a major 


source of information for me. Thanks to Diversion, I found out 
about Iskra - the second anarcho-black metal band I became 
aware of. They had only one full-length album back then, and 
it wasn't enough for me, so I continued my search. 

Later in 2007, I stumbled upon the "Black Metal Anarchists" 
group on myspace (doesn't exist nowadays), which had 
surprisingly many members - a few hundreds. Of course I was 
happy to know that there are so many like-minded people, but 
they couldn't name many anarcho-BM bands beside the ones I 
already knew (Iskra and Timebomb). Still, I found out about 
several early blackened crust bands thanks to them, as well as 
having a chance of listening to the early tracks by Panopticon. 

By late 2008-early 2009, the blackened crust scene started to 
become a big thing, first in Sweden and USA, and I was 
downloading shittons of such stuff from DC++ when I finally 
got a fast internet connection. In early 2009, when the 
discussions in that "BM Anarchists" group on myspace 
became too boring and inactive, I decided to start a similar 
group on last.fm. There still were only very few anarcho-BM 
bands I knew back then (Iskra, Timebomb, Panopticon, 
Sorgsvart, The Dead Musician), so I decided to add several 
deeply blackened crust bands (Radioskugga, Hotbild, 
Martyrdod, Disflesh, DodsAngel) to the group's list of 
connections as well. To my surprise, the group started to grow 
pretty quickly, so I though of doing something bigger. 

Music blogging already was a big thing back then, and I 
already got a large collection of blackened crust (mostly 
downloaded from DC++ and other P2P networks), but I was 
reluctant of starting my own blog because I wasn't that 
proficient in English back then. However, after searching for 
anarcho-BM blogs and not finding any, I thought - if you want 
to do something right, then DIY (do it yourself). Someone had 
to start such a blog, so why it wouldn't be me? That's how my 
blog was bom in late September 2009. 

The name, which later became a name of the whole 
movement, was chosen as an analogue to "Red & Anarchist 
Skinheads". (Worth mentioning that it wasn't me who came 
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with this idea first - one Moscow-based anarcho-individualist 
and black metal fan was searching for RABM in 2005, but 
couldn't find much too). The blog became popular relatively 
quickly, and a lot of people started to suggest the music in the 
comments. I couldn't think there are so many anarcho-Bm 
bands in existence. Special thanks to S. (the only member of 
Crucified Bastard) who introduced me to a lot of great Greek 
bands. Back then posted most of the stuff without bands' 
permission, which I rarely do now. 

Also, regarding my list of influences: you can add the "Pagan 
Antifa" site (http://paganantifa.ucoz.ru/) which appeared in 
early 2008 and is inactive now. It had a good selection of 
music (not only RABM, but mostly non-fascist black and 
pagan metal), I found out about Dazd thanks to it. Plus the 
Colombian "Red Metal" blog which appeared roughly at the 
same time as my blog (it's now deleted). Colombia generally 
had a strong antifascist metalhead movement around 2010, but 
I don't know what happened to them now... 


2- Do you know The Dark Skies Above Us Collective? 
Want to join it? 

BK If you're talking about the collective that runs the 
eponymous blog, then of course I'm aware of it. If you're 
doing any other activities as TDSAU, then I don't know 
anything about it, though. If you want to join me in blogging, 
then I'm afraid that running one RABM blog is already too 
much for me, not to mention additional blogs... 

3- Would you really like to tell something to everyone who 
follow your blog from the beginning? 

Do you think things are changing? 

BK As for telling something for my long-time followers: first 
of all, a great thank you to everyone who was with me during 
all these years, supporting my blog with your contributions or 
at least reading it. Back in 2009,1 couldn't even imagine there 
are so many anarcho-friendly BM (and other metal) bands in 
the world, and especially so many fans of such music. The 
times are indeed changing, and the whole black metal genre is 
certainly less associated with the far-right stuff in 2016 than it 
was in 2009. The people are changing with the time as well: as 


Julia "Kageraw" rightfully pointed out recently, you can 
evolve into almost completely different person through these 
years that passed sice 2009. However, the changes aren't 
always pleasant, but that's another matter...

I grew up with mobile phones that used to have 
a vga camera, the Snake or later some emulator 
downloaded from the internet plus for what it was in its origins, 
make and receive calls or messages. 

Time keeps on rolling and technology advancements too, so 
since that we have internet on them you can look for stuff 
whatever you want whenever you want to. 

Well, I've become one of this guys that 
goes to the toilet with it. I haven't changed the “art” of reading shampoo 
labels because I've never did that. Started doing this because I hated 
when I was in and somebody called... fuck me, may be it's 
important, may be it's publicity, idk... technology becomes 
embarrasing when it disturbes yourself in peaceful spaces. 

Something that I used to do in 2015 was search for bands 
in the metal archives or being amazed about how many splits 
Agathocles has released... Well, in 2016 seems that there is not 
so much as last year. Here was when I noticed a split 
with an italian band called 0, which luckily appears on metal 
archives too, so I decided to click on it and after that, look for 
it on the computer. I was in a kind period of change in my life 
looking for another kind of things - aren’t always on it? - so 
may be that's the reason why I fall in love with what I was listening to. 

Here you have this interview, questions drive from musical to other kind of 
stuff.Hope that it doesn't make so long for you to read and that U members do 
not hate me for having so much to answer hahaha. 


1- Hi guys!! How are the things going? I'm sitting here 
typing and listening to your stuff and ultimating details, 
something to add before the assault? Hehe I've seen many 
times that you H use to write “porco dio” may be now is 


time for it hehehe 

Porco dio! 

2- I can t avoid fall in typical questions and ask for the 
origin of the band. I know that you published your first 
stuff in 2015, called which I don't know if it's a demo, 
an EP or LP. Is there something else before doing this? 
When do you start as formation? 

All the songs have stories behind them. "Ofelie" talks about an 
italian alpinist that went near to death on a mountain, "Eco" 
speaks about the noise of bombs in Gaza with snow falling 
down; "Albe" is about the road of refugees between desert. 
"Crisi / Collasso Etereo" was a gift a friend gave to us. It is 
really cathartic and the "morsa" is the italian for " bite ", 
something that holds you strongly. 

3 - When I discovered your work I had a kind of catharsis 
sharing your pain and ambience feeling myself emotionally 
liberated which it was quite great (and still it's!). 

Pain, doubts, broken hearts, no future, lamentation... this 
seems to me to be some of the aspects that I find in the 
lyrics of Could you talk us about the history or 
personal experiences behind some of the songs? Also the 
one about the “morsa” - “Crissi - collasso etereo” - 
couldn't understand what it was about, can you explain it 
too? 

There was nothing before “//”. It was the beginning. We 
started in 2012 as Internal Sprouting of Hate playing some 
DSBM in a rehersal room. No records and no lives. Some 
people changed. Four years ago we came back as 0 and play 
some hardcore punk (the stuff inside splits). 

4 - Searching for photos in your fb account I found myself 
with a picture of beans, and with the edition of “ // w that 
you send me. It came in a carton box and it included a 
sheet of paper with the lyrics and seeds which seems to be 
from sunflowers, are they ready to be planted? Does any of 
you dedicate to the agriculture or it's something parcial? 
Do you consider agriculture - or another actions or 
activities - a way in order to try to left this system? 
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They are seeds for seed bombs. You can also plant it where 
you want. Seeds are different in every tape. Agriculture is the 
way to left this system. The reason of life and where life starts. 
As human beings we came from nature. So we are one thing 
with it. 

5- Your band name is very minimalist, why U? What does it 
mean or represents? Also you consider yourselves a 
collective and not a band. Is there any difference? 

U is a circle that does not close. We are a collective. The circle 
is not only closed to the music. Music has a meaning behind, a 
reason. 

6- About the split with Ebola, I have to recognize that the 
first time I checked it I didn't like it because it was a big 
change. After a few listenings I started getting more into it. 
I don't know, the atmosphere seemed to like being on a 
squat lost into nowhere, in the middle of nature and ahead 
of the civilization haha. If I'm not wrong, Ebola are an 
italian noise act and yours was live recorded, how and in 
which conditions this happened?

7 - After the song “Lalala” a poem/text “21 April 2012” 
from the greek Savas Metoikidis is recited. What does his 
person transmits to yourselves?

Considering the lyrics and mainly the last sentence from 
“Disagio”, what does squatting means to you and why do 
you think is important? If we want to pass to the action, 
any recommendations or things that we should avoid to 
do? 

Houses are of who lives inside them. We, as collective, 
support everyone decides to enter in a house for living inside 
it. 

12-1 have to say that I laughed my ass a lot with the 
intros from some songs; “Lo skate delle telenovelas di serie 
Z” or “Da grande voglio diventare come Belu” or a woman 
shouting “la porraaaa” or the italian songs plus the Spanish 
one - ”Granada” - that you end the tape with hahaha. Why 
about all this? Were you drunk or high when this idea 
happened? ;)

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this interview as best as I could, what I've learn from this 
is that is better try to contact bands via Skype or phone, 
have the concepts and the main ideas written and try to 
include it while you speak and try to let it flow and don't 
infoxicate).

- and famous people worshipping hehe. Sometimes we

When this happens, don't you feel yourself - conscious or 
uncounciously - that watching this, sharing their 
moments, happiness and so on it's giving money to them at 
the same time and that when the program ends your statu 
quo is still the same but you only have less time in your 
life? Some thought, reflexion about this or something that 
you would like to shout to ones who read us - or the ones 
who not - ? I mean, don't you feel yourself violent with 
this kind of things?

14 - This year, coinciding with the anniversary of the 
italian bombers ruining over Spain during the civil war 
(1936 - 1939) the grandson of Mussolini, Edda Negra 
Mussolini, came to a fascist act celebrated in a hotel in 
Valencia. Despite that in Italy the fascist regime was 
defeated meanwhile in Spain it reformed and stood 
reforming itself untill Francisco Franco died. Many people 
lived and grew under this regime so it's common to find 
many people who still miss it because they lived in the 60's 
when the economy raised among many other things. I talk 
about being defeated because if we take a look at the late 
60's and 70's in Italy or read theatre acts like “Accidental 
death of an anarchist” from the italian Dario Fo and the 
environmente and conditions that surrounded it, seems 
that you were quite fucked too about all this.

Lucio Urtubia (February 18th, 1931 -) 

"What a pleasure to steal that homeland of stupids" 

Lucio is a Spanish anarchist which did contraband during his military service 
and was discovered while being some days off so he decided to escape to 
France. If he returned he'd be killed. Once in Paris met exiled Spaniards due to 
the civil war. He got weapons from an arrested friend with the objective to set 
him free in case that he was taken back to Spain but this weapons were used 
to rob his first bank. All the money that he gathered was for political causes. 

Forgery will be a new path less risky for him. Lucio was impressed by some 
counterfeit dollars that an anarchist showed to him. With the arrival of the 
Cuban Revolution Lucio got in contact with the Che - economy minister at 
this time - through Cuban embassy in France. 

Both met, Lucio told him to put the sheets if Cuba put the paper in order to 
print money to devalue dollar and sink american economy. Che refused. 

Other of his work was under a printing house where they started to forge 
documents of identity which covered persons trying to escape from Spain to 
different armed groups like Tupamaros, Black Panthers, ETA and so on in 
order to desestabilize different goverments. Despite this Lucio didn't like 
violence. Climax will arrive forging cheques of the City Bank in order to get 
paid and run away with the money. Situation will get so chaotic that bank 
leaders will sit to negotiate with him. Despite the Spaniard being arrested this 
cheques appeard in different cities of Europe. He got released with a big 
amount of money in return for giving the sheets to the bank but he kept some 
of them. 

Lucio is still alive. He never quit from his work as builder and is living from 
his pension. Not sure where he's living right now - if France or Spain - but in 
the documentary below they mentioned that his house has the door open to 
everybody that wants to share sometime with him.

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Punk means riot! The deconstruction of the existence through the otherness 


In the modern era, the Capital appropriates the experiences of individuals and communities, forging their own language also 
through the channel of music, overlapping with it the logic of the market and the domain of aesthetics, stripping it of its content 
and turning it into mere form . This is to operate in a global context characterized by insecurity, poverty, death, perpetual war, 
legalized assassination thanks to the fascist ideology of national identity and fictitious reports; through the economic laws 
functional to the bourgeois morality that dictate our lives, the result are automaton stripped of their wishes, empty carcass moves 
from one existence imposed on us from above. But this society also owns that part desiring, refractory, thirsting for life that cannot 
eradicate completely, including characters who have chosen to oppose everything and position themselves to social margins was 
born and grew up the punx scene. It is today as a means of re-appropriation of the existing and its subversion in the hie et nunc. 
Since its origins, this modus vivendi, arose from a socio-economic condition made of economic recession, high unemployment, the 
collapse of the West, has become a real break with the world around us. It is opposed to revolutionary academicism theories of 
certain subjects, to take possession of a critical and aesthetic nihilism that goes to undermine the capitalist machine, where the 
raucous cries and sounds scratchy of the hardcore become the voices and the cries of the last people. Through the construction of 
egalitarian relations in areas free from the hierarchical logic (squats, occupations, TAZ etc.), it tends to overcome the barriers 
between “I” and the “other” following a totally individualistic dialectics, where to the egocentrism and the liberal competition 
(from which also comes the stereotype of macho superstars) is opposed to dynamic subjects through mutual support, exchange 
experiences and creativity to an individual and collective growth. To this also corresponds the idea of hardcore concert, where the 
separation between band and audience, is totally annihilated as there is a perpetual exchange between the two parties in the field, 
becoming a set by dynamic splinter rich in feelings, reaching a kind of catharsis collective where we rediscover the roots of the 
adventure of life. Hardcore is an existential attitude that responds to a context of perpetual violence, alienation, atomisation of the 
community, which sought through the shared affinity in refractory sense and non-recognition of the self in such a context, opposes 
his anger a life cut short under the employment blackmail seeking the common hatred of the humiliated, the offended and the last 
to hit the authority. No coincidence that the collective anarcho-punx take part in demonstrations, acts of boycotts, sabotage, 
clashes with police and occupations going to increase the ranks of the revolutionary movements and uprisings around the world. 
Punk contains germs to erode the current system, since unlike other music scenes difficult for reinstatement by the Society of the 
Spectacle, since it since its birth broke with those bands that were nothing more than a product of the majors for pouring a 
provocative approach to the society of the 70s /' 80s to a generation disoriented. Son of Boheme, the DADA and situationism, 
share with them the approach entirely ironic and cheeky, the deconstruction of the reigning ideology and the real transformation in 
acts of freedom, where utopia allows for an anarchist existentialism tended to implode the dominant system. It becomes 
philosophy become body, where the practice is a necessary logical consequence not to be stifled by the existential monotony and 
defeatism from which it is characterized. The prevailing doctrine that it would take all homologated, gave us fictitious needs and 
desires, it is rejected by the rediscovery of self and hatred that stems from a biophilic sense, which is fed by the attitude hardcore 
with the construction of ludic subjectivity through the medium music go to destroy the dominant narrative and through the 
struggle destroys the mechanisms of the capitalist apparatus and technology companies. In a world populated by people clad in the 
uniform of the moralist and the cop, diversity becomes a revolutionary factor in the discovery of underground otherness and the 
construction of an ethic that makes the encounter with the " other 'and the subordinate, the humus from which to create 
revolutionary communities populated by individual thirsty of a desire for an authentic life and of the constant development of self 
stess and its expression through DIY.

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Physical Media, the Underground and Resiliency 

It appears to be coming into the discussion now that the concept of “physical media” i.e cassettes, CDs, record, etc is something 
we need to seriously consider for whatever “RABM” network exists in the world. Before I elaborate, let me discuss some concepts 
the underground has provided for decades now. 

The 1980s was a time of innovation for both punk and metal scenes. It was in this decade that both ends of the spectrum were 
looking to push their music to the logical extremes and still, in my opinion, is essentially unmatched. You had hardcore punk and 
extreme metal ( Thrash , early black/death) that would occasionally overlap with each other in what was called the tape trading 
scene. It was exactly how it sounds. You buy some tapes, mail a distro or sometimes an artist and request a trade. Over time, you 
develop a relationship that allows the flow of music to reach all corners of the globe. Though it was mosdy tapes, records and 
eventually CDs would become commonplace as well. As power electronics and harsh noise also developed, they coexisted in this 
scene along with extreme metal and punk, further flooding the underground with all sorts of bands that now exist with cult status 
for the most part. 

It is absolutely no surprise that National Socialist Black MetaTs development in the 90’s was attributed to their hijacking of this 
network for their own political ideas. Being underground in a former soviet bloc country usually meant that you weren’t seeing 
bands with hammers and sickles but swastikas. To them, nazism is the logical conclusion to the satanic tendencies of the early BM 
scene. Of course in retrospect, NSBM became a trend to hop onto and the “shock” of fascism turned from occasional youth 
frustration to a serious method of propaganda and distribution for white power labels who already had developed their own stable 
base in the punk scene with RAC, hatecore, and occasionally other forms of music. What makes NSBM such an anomaly is that 
fascism and black metal do not work in an ideological context. At best, BM was individualist in the traditional sense.. Something 
you’d find more in common with anarchism. Fascism, particularly nazism is very much a utopian ideology with a sort of perverse 
way of achieving happiness and social content. It obviously disregards reality and logic but we don’t need to go into that... 

The fascist pig’s “success” you could say was that NSBM carved itself a niche in an underground community they initially had 
NOTHING to do with. They did this by flooding the underground with hundreds of releases on tape, CD, and later records when 
they received larger funding. These early NS albums, particularly with Absurd, were musically quite atrocious and easily 
dismissed by the tape scenes at the time. However, it was when these artists started to get really good that people began to listen.. 
By the 2000’s, as nazis at punk shows were quite literally forced and beaten out of attendance, these shitheads showed up in the 
largely apolitical metal scene who didn’t dare question them for fear of hurting their “free speech” and if anything gave the fringe 
metalheads a sort of common identity. By this decade, as Black Metal has garnered much more attention, these acts are resorting to 
symbolism and vaguely depictions of occultism to intentionally remain underground and obscure. It’s not often that you find an 
NS record with racial slurs as much as you find an NS record with vague references to white power occultist themes which could 
easily and innocently be debated otherwise. 

My point? Whatever semblance of an RABM scene we have REQUIRES, and I strongly emphasize that word, physical existence 
in the underground scene. In order to combat a two decade long wave of fascist flooding in the underground, we cannot rely on 
bandcamp EPs, low quality youtube videos, or digital compilations to move our ideology around. We do this obviously because 
it’s easy and no cost but in doing so we quite frankly waste our time. We should be working with the underground because of our 
affinity and near absolute obsession with both our music AND our ideology. The noise and grind scene has long been doing this 
without us and unsurprisingly we have a lot of crossover with these bands as many of them come from working class, punk, and 
largely left leaning backgrounds. You will find many of these bands like Sete Star Sept, Agathocles, Shitnoise Bastards, etc will do 
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a split with anyone and everyone. 

Further, I would like to suggest to many bands and projects that we remain firm but subtle in our subversion of the status quo. This 
is not to say we cannot talk about what we want or use the imagery we want but that we cannot exist solely in our own echo 
chamber while the underground moves on without us. This means that we should be messaging labels, including apolitical ones, to 
release our music. You will find that unconditionally many people out there will release a good black metal release so long as it 
remains consistent with the attitude of extreme metal maniacs and collectors.. This unfortunately means that you might find 
yourself in a distro someday with some sort of bullshit like “14/88witearyanboiz” but we should recognize that this is actually a 
good thing. This means that someone who is looking for new, “cult” material will have the possibility of picking up a release that 
promotes a superior idea and is fresh without appearing to be over zealous. (Of course though, do not sacrifice your conviction for 
appeasement!) It’s a hard pill to swallow initially and by no means am I saying submit your music to “Darker Than Black” or “No 
Colours” (Although that would be fucking hilarious if NS Jesus known as Hendrik Mobius would accidentally put money into 
releasing a communist or anarchist metal band advocating for “white genocide ” hahahaha ) but that we need to become more 
involved and active with the structures that exist currently in order to push our ideology and hopefully outclass NSBM in both 
quality and quantity. 

If you aren’t a musician or are a very serious collector, please, put some money and time into stocking a good distro and label that 
is RABM friendly. You will find it to be extremely satisfying, fun, and meaningful while being able to remain consistent and 
effective with your ideology. Don’t forget that we also need shirts and more zines too! 

As it may be for all of history, we are at WAR with fascism in all it’s forms and we must subvert it at every corner it touches by 
any means necessary!

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Shadow Lake 
Interview 

Shadow Lake is an acoustic black metal band from Ohio, USA. Their demo 
can be found at https://shadowlake.bandcamp.com/ You can snag your copy 
with the convenient “name your price” option beloved by many anti-capitalist 
bands. 

1- In previous talks you had hinted that, unlike many 
bands who have concept albums, Shadow Lake is actually 
a “concept band.” Can you elaborate on that? What is this 
concept, and do you plan to use it for the entire 
discography of the band? 

Yes, Shadow Lake is entirely a concept band; by this I mean 
everything that we write has its own little niche somewhere in 
a giant storyboard that will span our entire discography. Each 
album will be a book in the series, with each song being a 
different chapter in each of the books. The whole storyboard is 
quite a bit to read and listen to as there are a lot of details that 
are portrayed through the musicianship. To put things into a 
brief summary for you the story begins with the King of 
Frossenmoor, Ingvar, being murdered by his beloved brother 
Asmund for the throne. His body cast into the dark depths of 
Shadow Lake, a thick layer of ice traps his body and soul until 
the light of the Arctic Moon pierces the ice; setting him free 
‘til the break of dawn. Asmund, who is a great sorcerer and 
the leader of an underground allegiance of warriors known as 
the “Coven”; he convinces them to set the castle ablaze to 
cover the murder of Emma (The Queen). Ingvar’s right-hand 
man, Halvard, attends this meeting and flees to save Emma 
and her newborn child; the child’s existence is only known by 
Ingvar, Halvard, and Emma. Halvard finds himself lost in the 
deepest reaches of the forest beneath the cold black sky; he 
battles not only to save the kingdom, but battles his own self 
in a traumatic moment of weakness. Ingvar’s spirit being 
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released from Shadow Lake, appears before Halvard guiding 
him to the castle; where he finds Emma as smoke pours 
through the castle. As Emma and Halvard escape through the 
sewers, Halvard climbs to safety with the child in his arms as 
he watches Asmund slay Emma beneath the Arctic Moon. 
This is the storyboard of our very first Full-Length release 
which we are in the midst of recording. The rest of the 
storyboard goes on to tell of the child’s upbringing, and his 
return to take back the kingdom that is rightfully his, and his 
struggles up to the mighty battle with Asmund. The entirety of 
the discography has a massive lean towards being 
instrumental. There are plenty of songs that do have lyrics and 
vocals, but a majority of our pieces are instrumental; the 
reason for this being that although lyrics do vastly help guide 
the storyboard of the album, there are some emotions that 
simply cannot be expressed in words. The hatred, devastation, 
and melancholy that burns inside one’s chest can’t always be 
described in words, but felt in the tensions amongst the chord 
progressions.

2- Besides this concept, the most blaringly obvious 
difference between Shadow Lake and other black metal 
bands is that the band is entirely acoustic instead of using 
the traditional black metal, high distortion fuzz. How did 
you come to the decision to make black metal sans electric 
guitars? To your knowledge has the use of only acoustic 
guitars led to acceptance in the black metal community, or 
has it driven black-metallers away for your sound? 
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I actually really love this question, it’s one I get asked rather 
frequently. There were a lot of things to take play into my 
decision of making Shadow Lake an Acoustic Black Metal 
band. I’m personally a massive fan of Old Man’s Child, 
Immortal, Satyricon, Windir, and Ulver. All of these bands use 
acoustic interludes, and some fully acoustic songs; I remember 
being absolutely fascinated by the aura of these pieces, and I 
wanted to live in that atmosphere. It started back when I was 
the main member of Minions of Evisceration, and had written 
an acoustic metal song. I was shunned for the idea by many of 
my fellow musicians, and told that I wouldn’t be able to do it; 
the two timbres and genres couldn’t be mixed. A few years 
later I started Shadow Lake with a vision, one that would 
inspire people, as well as hopefully changing the face of black 
metal. I decided fully acoustic because I really love the 
atmosphere the acoustic has to offer, and it allows for the 
musicianship to be very audible without fighting distortion to 
hear the complex chords that are created through every 
instrument. Not using distortion allows us to be more intimate 
with our pieces, it allows us to really blend the mellow story 
telling of acoustic while keeping the ferocious edge of black 
metal. The use of acoustics has had a crazy effect on our 
acceptance in the black metal community. It seems to me that 
we have a vast acceptance amongst the black metal 
community; but we have dismissed by the general metal 
community as “Not being metal” according to Asmodes, and

the other Moderators at Metal Archives. The black metal 
community definitely considers us to be metal, and have 


found a place in their cold black hearts with Shadow Lake 
written all over it. As for the Metal Archives, their dismissal is 
one that I accept with a smirk across my face. We don’t need 
the Metal Archives to tell us what is and isn’t metal, the black 
metal community itself has spoken for us. 

3- Now that we have the concept, and the instruments, can 
you tell me about the band members/history of the band? 

Things started back in April of 2014, Beruset Synd and myself 
had started jamming together and started developing this 
concept together. Then from there I had taken everything into 
my hands as I had the ambition and creative engineering that 
would create something that no one else had come across. 
Beruset himself admitting that Shadow Lake was my brain 
child, and I would ultimately be the conductor behind the 
band. I started writing the demo as I finalized the storyboard 
for the full-length album. With the exception of the first 1:30 
of “Absconding into Twilight”, the entire demo, and our soon 
to be released full-length album all of our material has been 
written entirely by me; Beruset and I wrote the first 1:30 of 
“Absconding...” together when we first started Shadow Lake. 
As for band members, and their instruments; Beruset started 
on Rhythm Guitar, and I had started on Bass guitar. I then 
switched to Lead guitar to write melody/harmony lines, and 
solos. After recording for the demo, I had asked Diem Exuro 
which had been a long-time friend of mine and fellow member 
from Leprous Blasphemer (a death metal project launched a 
few years before.) to join Shadow Lake as our new Lead 
Guitarist; in which I then switched back to Bass guitar and 
vocals. After some unfortunate events Beruset was in and out 
of our line-up, and I switched back and forth between Bass, 
and Rhythm guitar and still doing vocals to accommodate 
whatever our line-up required. After two years of being in and 
out of the line-up we decided that things weren’t working out 
with Beruset. The official line-up as it stands is: 

Dod Avsky: Rhythm Guitar/Bass Guitar/Narrorator/Drum 
Engineering/Production. 

Diem Exuro: Lead Guitar/Production. 

4- It seems you feel much more connected to the black 
metal scene than the larger general heavy metal scene, so 
Fll direct this question to that specific scene. Given 
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Shadow Lake’s involvement in the Crushing Intolerance 
Anti-NSBM charity compilations, is it safe to say that you 
find aspects of the black metal scene troubling? What do 
you take issue with inside the black metal community, and 
what would you like to change? 

This one will take me back quite a bit really. I started as a 
thrash/speed metal kid (Exodus, Slayer, Megadeth, etc.) then 
moved onto heavy death metal, and crawled into further 
depths of extreme death metal. Making my way to grindcore, 
and gorecore. Nothing seemed to satisfy the hatred that lived 
in my heart. Then black metal came through and captured my 
soul, starting from a young age King Diamond, Venom, 
Darkthrone, Immortal, and Old Man’s Child had always been 
there for me. But one thing I noticed from every tier or 
subgenre of metal you generally come across has some 
outrageous sect of Nazis. Frankly, I find it to be obnoxious. 
Their hatred is so misguided, to think anything is superior to 
anything else in this world; it’s ignorant. Not one of us is 
superior to another. I’m a very hateful person, I’ll be the first 
one to tell you. I’m a great person, very welcoming and 
approachable; but the moment someone starts some ignorance, 
I correct them. Happening to be a misanthropist, and being 
disappointed in the human race for many upon many things; I 
hate the human population for their pride in ignorance, rather 
than some physical characteristics. My hate is veiy focused, 
but on ignorant egocentric personalities. I commend such 
things like the Crushing Intolerance Compilations, and 
Releases from The Dark Skies Above Us. It’s voluntary and 
contributive projects like these that give my cold black heart 
some decency and respect for the human race. Through the 
love of music in all of its oppressed, misunderstood, and 
scoffed at segments of hatred, and nature; we may begin to 
feel each other’s pain and make a difference in the world that 
humanity is choosing to ruin. I believe we all possess some 
type of hatred, the problem is that we don’t always focus the 
hatred on something productive and worth hating. Too many 
times people hate the wrong the things, things that are actually 
out of our control. People need to focus their hate on 
something that we can change, like politics, government, 
religion, our ecosystem. 

5- I’m beginning to see a Shadow Lake theme here. It 


seems to me that you like to take things and turn them 
upside-down. Acoustic guitar is a very far instrument from 
the harsh, electric, overly distorted, buzz of the black 
metal of yore. Admittedly, many bands utilize acoustic 
guitar in moderation to contrast the “black metal guitars,” 
but you use it as the “black metal guitars” and rely on its 
sound solely to create black metal atmospheres. Also, it 
seems that you utilize hatred as a form of love. You direct 
hatred at things you deem problematic to create a laser- 
focused energy to help the things you love thus inverting 
hate into its opposite: love. Would you agree with this 
assessment? Was this one of the founding principles of 
Shadow Lake: to completely invert the ‘second wave of 
black metal’ traditions? 


In a sense you could very well say that is true for Shadow 
Lake; that we like to take traditions and turn them upside- 
down. We’re trying to show that Black Metal shouldn’t be

defined by the instruments that it is played on, but the 
emotions and the visions behind the music. I would have to 
agree that your assessment happens to be on the right lines. 
Our hatred is bold, aggressive, and focused. We guide our 
hatred in a way to benefit the things we love, using our hatred 
as a tool to be constructive; rather than destructive. Our 
founding principles weren’t necessarily to destroy the 
traditions of ‘second wave’ black metal; but more or less to 
change the face of black metal as we know it. DiEx and 
myself have had many conversations about where we stand in 
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the waves of black metal. We tend to see it somewhat like this: 
We write much like 'first wave’, we have the passion of 
'second wave’, and the innovation of ‘third wave’ (which we 
happen to be in now). Having said that, we feel like Shadow 
Lake is paving the way for 'fourth wave’ black metal as we 
speak; breaking the boundaries and traditions of the waves 
before us, changing the face of black metal as we know it. 

6- As Shadow Lake forges new territory in the black metal 
world with acoustic black metal, what’s next for the band? 
And do you have any longer term goals for the band? Will 
black metal be a completely acoustic genre in ten years? 

I can’t say that black metal in an entirety will be fully acoustic 
in 10 years, but I can tell you that acoustic black metal will 
make its way into the acceptable genres of “popular” black 
metal. It’s an amazing atmosphere that I encourage everyone 
to delve into. Next for the band right now we’re gearing our 
new percussionist into all the material that we have; although 
only the Demo has been released there are ten more tracks just 
waiting to be released on our first LP, alongside the five tracks 
that are contained on the Demo. We have started our recording 
for the LP which should be release the Winter of 2017 if 
everything goes according to plan. It’s fifteen songs with a 
duration of just over an hour. If you thought the Demo was 
possibly the most epic acoustic black metal your ears have 
ever heard, just wait until next year. The only real long term 
goals we have are to continue playing shows, making black 
metal the way we know how, and to continue to portray the 
storyboard to the people who care to listen to us. I can’t say 
I’ll lose any sleep by someone telling me they don’t care for 
Shadow Lake, the moderators at MA did just that and I 
laughed from the gut. 

7- Thank you very much for offering a window into the 
band. Do you have anything else to add that I missed in 
our discussion? 

There is one thing I would like to add, and I hold this quote 
from myself very dear. To understand what I mean by 
Controlling your hatred, think of this; “They say Hate clouds 
the heart, mind, soul, and judgement. When was the last time 
you did something naive in the name of Love? When was the 


last time you made a bad decision, your heart/mind/soul/and 
Judgements were clouded due to Love? Love and Hate are one 
in the same, just a strong emotional pull in one direction or 
another. We all have a very dark side to us, it’s just whether 
you accept and embrace it; or ignore, and deny it.” To 
everyone who has accepted and embraced their dark side: you 
alone are the warriors that will take us forth into battle, 
together we will turn the world black with our metal. 
Scorching all that society stands for and accepts, and planting 
the black seeds that will grow into a Hate-Filled world.

I've just arrived home and I'm here sitting in front 
of the computer and I said to myself: “I've just have to do it, I have 
to interview that finnish maniac who recycle used tapes and has 
created a non-profit distro with it” and I did it. 

This is as punk as Crass. I needed to know more things about this 
project and I'm sure that the questions can inspire someone to 
develope a distro in the near future... 

When I started writing this lines, I had the same feeling which 
appears when you need to write an idea on a laptop or a piece of 
paper, if not you are going to forget about it or it'll lose all the 
feeling. So now or never, this is how this happened. After that, I 
corrected some things. 

P.S.: I sent him a questionaire in order to answer it when he had some 
time. / P.S.2: is the first interview I did in my life haha. 

Here we go! 

1- Hi Jarkko! How you doing? I'm here with some beers 
inside my veins and listening to “Wheels of Steel” from 
Saxon. At night think I'll join your finnish country 
partners Thergothon... are you listening to something 
recently? The weather is good, around 32°C... so it's cool to 
stay in some warm place haha. 

Hi! I’m doing fine. My studies continue today, after couple of 
months of summer vacation. (I’m studying to work with 
children at daycare, don’t know what it’s called in English) 
Summer is slowly starting to turn into autumn, though it’s still 
around 20 degrees Celsius. 

I finally got an LP copy of Caladan Brood’s “Echoes of 
Battle ”, so I was just blasting that. Other stuff 


I’m into at the moment includes finnish black metal bands 
Hamys and Sarastus, Russian hardcore-rap band Moscow 
Death Brigade (whose show I’m attending in two weeks), 
brazilian feminist punk band Anti-Corpos, U.S. space black 
metal of Mare Cognitum, the latest Alex CF product Morrow 
(his stuff NEVER fails) and some different kinds of dungeon 
synth like Hedge Wizard and Blood Tower. 

And I’m really liking the new Nails album as well. 

2- Can you tell us how does the idea of creating Hobo 
Tapes started and when? Why that name, why that 
logo,etc... “Not the best quality , but cheap as shit!” is this 
the purpose or your distro? Would be pro tapes or 
beautiful editions will go against your distro-ideology? 
Hehe 

Well, the point was to release really cheap DIY tapes with 
DIY aesthetics. I thought Hobo Tapes was a good name to 
reflect that idea. I got the picture with a google image search 
‘hobo’. I’m actually thinking of losing the picture and let the 
logo be just the name. (Also, if someone wants to make me a 
cool logo, I’m all for it!) I’m doing this risking my own 
money to make the releases, so pro dubs would be risking it 
too much (also it’s against the idea of using recycled/second 
hand tapes). 

I’m also fond of the crude DIY look, so “beautiful” in that 
sense isn’t what I’m looking for, but I get what you mean. I 
think I could make special kind of editions, but it all comes 
down to budget. 

3- Also, Hobo Tapes is a non-profit distro, what should we 
understand by this statement? 

It means I don’t get any profit from the releases. Each 
release’s price is what they cost to make. (At the moment I 
have not yet made even, hehe) 

4- I saw in your fb page that you have received some 
donations that goes from Floppy discs to tapes... use this to 
be the way you operate or do you use to buy second¬ 
handed casetes too? If it's both; let's talk about the tapes! 
How do you do in order to know that the tape is in 
trustworthy conditions, it's not ruined... what do you use 
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to check? What can you recommend us for the tapes with 
short length, do you edit it in some way - if it's possible 
Also, where do you recommend us to search for used 
tapes? 

I take donations and look for cheap second hand tapes. (Every 
donor gets a free copy of any release made from the tapes they 
donated) I only buy tapes that look to be in good condition on 
the outside. I also check how they sound when I dub over 
them. (Of course if someone gets a crappy quality tape, I dub 
them a new one.) To get short tapes, I could edit longer tapes 
shorter, but haven't had the need so far. For that I also need 
empty tape shells etc. 

5 - You have released different bands from different styles; 
noise, electronic/dungeon synth, some death grind and also 
black metal or experimental rap! How do you select the 
bands for your label? Are you the one who contacts with 
the band, do they contact with you...? What do you use to 
look for in a band? Is there some requirements in order to 
release something? 

Artists contact me and I usually just check if I like what I hear. 
I’m into a lot of different kinds of music so it reflects to what I 
release. Hobo Tapes has a guideline to NOT release anything 
hateful towards race, gender or sexual orientation. This gets us 
to the next question. Kind of. 

6 - May be I'm wrong, but didn't you have a Saturn Form 
Essence tape for selling and also the digital format too in 
your bandcamp? What happened to the digital format of 
this? because I can't find it know... 

I try to make some kind of background check for artists before 
I release anything. In this case I did as well, but missed some 
stuff. I knew that the person behind Saturn form essence has a 
black metal band, (NDR: Moloch from Ukraine) but what I 
missed was that he had released splits with nsbm bands. I am 
extremely anti-racist and even though I know someone can be 
friends with such minded people, it’s different to release your 
art with them. I was uncomfortable with that, so I took the 
release down from my site. 
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7 - Let's talk about the so fucking great DIY work that I 
see - and that I think I fall in love with it hahaha - What 
program/s do you use to record the tapes, which format do 
you record it (mp3, FLAC, WAV...) and what equipment do 
you use to transfer the stuff/music/noise to the tape? If you 
can give names or the “ apparatus ” you use, think is gonna 
be more than welcome to those who may think about 
creating a distro. 

I use nothing special. Just normal transferring methods from 
digital to tape. I have a second hand JVC dual-deck what I use 
to make the tapes. I will get better gear when I have more 
money to put into it, but for now, it works for me. I get a 
.WAV master file from the artist and then I just record it on to 
a tape that I then duplicate. All you need is a tape deck and a 
cord that goes from your computer output to it. And some 
tapes. For the floppies I got a USB floppy drive. 

8 - Any bad experiences with some equipment or things 
that you don't recommend to do? Haha. If you work with 
second handed stuff I think that you must be cleaning the 
tape reader all the time. 

Well the first thing I learned was that always make sure your 
output is loud enough and when duplicating, 
always check that the input sound is 100%. I made a way too 
silent edition at first hehe. 

I clean the tape decks once in a while, but other than that I 
haven’t had that many mishaps. 

9 - I've seen that you had some problems with the 
inlays/booklets for the tapes because they were bigger. 
How do you deal with this? Any advices based on the 
experience? (beyond that you can recycle this inlays for 
doing flyers as I saw ;)). 

As for other mistakes, always make sure your covers are the 
right size BEFORE you print them! I’ve made the mistake of 
NOT checking the image file’s size or scaling way too many 
times. I do have a lot of fliers now lol. 

10 - How are the floppi disc releases going? Aren't this 
more difficult to sell? How many length can you storage 
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into it? 

They sell a bit less than tapes of course since it’s a really niche 
format. Basically you can put a decent amount of music in 
one. It all depends on the format and sound quality. There are 
actually releases that contain over an hour of music in one 
floppy.

11- Back in time I ordered something from you and for my 
surprise - it was a fucking great surprise - you included 
three Magic the Gathering cards, I laugh my ass. Still today 
no one has been able to beat that! Haha. For me it's 
fucking great to see this kind of things. Best things in life 
use to be random or casualties. Is this a way to get ride of 
your duplicated cards? Do you still do this or include 
something else? I mean, have you ever considered to 
include... idk, an used condom when you run out of Magic 
cards? It would be a perfect way to cause shock... (or at 
least repulsion) =D 

Umm, no. I’d never include anything that gross. (NDR: If 
someday I find something like that I think I would have a 
mix between repulsion and the admiration of the 
“Fountain ” from Marcel Duchamp because of their impact 
in society) I stole the Idea of including Magic: the Gathering 
cards from this band called Wildspeaker (they are awesome, 
check them out.) I like to try and put something extra with the 
orders if possible. I’ve also included World of warcraft trading 
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is something that use to happen when you want to create 
something taking as reference a (( label/s ”. 

What does art mean to you? Do you have any definition 
about it? For me it's like something beautiful, subversive 
and also a kind of katarsis and one of the few things that I 
think I can believe on it: “art is our only salvation from this 
world”. 

I think art can be a lot of things. It can be a way to catharsis or 
it can be something completely opposite. It can show us 
different ways to view our society or put us face-to-face with 
our hypocrisy by challenging our social norms. To me almost 
anything can be considered art; it’s the intent what 
characterizes it. And with that said, who are we to say what art 
is and what it is not? (NDR: the same ones who debate 
about this concepts and doubt or think about what we 
have learnt or what was taught to us ;)) 

13- Finland use to be seen - at least in the media and in 
our society - as a kind of example to follow in aspects 
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related with educational system, people that use to read 
more that in other countries and so on... What is your 
experience with the educational system? I mean, is as good 
as the say because children use to not fail or abandon their 
studies or at the same time inoculates you a kind of values 
and nullifies any chance of critical skills and to read 
between the lines and lies? I mean, you can create a good 
system without school failure, but if when you finish it, you 
aren't able to read between the lines and lies of the mass 
media, or think by yourself you'll gonna be fucked 
anyway... 

Well, I don’t know how finnish educational system is seen 
somewhere else, but I think it is pretty good. (Even though we 
still have a long way to go) we aim for equal opportunity for 
everyone and having a free extensive education is a good way 
to go. Every society teaches their social norms and rules to 
their children and Finland is of course no exception, though 
we also teach media literacy and critical thinking at school. 

14 - Also, how do you use to see culture in general? What's 
your interpretation of this concept? Do you use to make 
any division on it (like, for example: popular and elite 
culture)? 

Culture as a concept is really interesting to me. I think there 
are endless different cultures everywhere and we as 
individuals are part of many different ones. For example here 
are few I relate to: DIY, punk/hardcore, record collecting, 
video games, different internet cultures like TDSAU, nerds, 
equality, veganism, etc. you get the idea. Elitism is bullshit. 
It’s when someone tries to feel better than everyone else. Fuck 
that. 

15 - What’s your favourite finnish food? Which places do 
you recommend us from Finland or the city where you live 
for taking a walk, to visit or eat/drink something, sleep or 
go on party? Some beer/s or non alcoholic drinks we 


should check? 

What comes to food, I don’t really have a favorite local food. 
Finnish cuisine is pretty boring and I like pizza! I live in 
Kuopio which is in eastern Finland, by a huge lake. So it’s a 
really beautiful city, especially during summer. There’s a lot of 
forest and nature close to the city center, so good places for 
walks are not far! 

16 - Man, I forgot about one very important thing, what 
about that compilation that you were going to release and 
the benefits would go to the refugees? How are things 
going with it, any way/s we can contribute? 

I’ll start dubbing the refugee benefit compilation as soon as I 
get my computer working again! Good amount of great bands 
donated a song to it and I’m hoping to get it out as soon as 
possible. It will also be as “pay what you want” on bandcamp, 
so people can donate that way too! 

17 - Train has arrived to the last stop... ways to contact 
you, future releases, the number of a Chinese restaurant we 
may like, ways to contact you or check Hobo tapes stuff, 
what do you think about this interview... you can insult the 
interviewer if you want. Last words are all yours!! 

Next up will be some techno -oriented stuff and the benefit 
compilation. Then I’m hoping to get more into releasing punk 
and black metal and perhaps some noise. I’m also composing 
stuff for a split release on my ambient/noise project Slave 
Existence.

(NDR: few months after this interview, Hobo Tapes become a distro). 
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NATO-sponsored terrorism in Europe: Operation Gladio. 

Princes ought to leave affairs of reproach to the management of others, and keep those of grace in their own hands. 

Niccolo Machiavelli.

During all the Cold War and after, the US and NATO armies have supported reactionary terror regimes and diverse far right death 
squads all over the world: from the Nicaragua's Contra to the Taliban in Afghanistan, and the military coups and democides in 
South America, East Asia and Africa. US imperialist policy has also supported the dictatorships of Spain, Portugal and Greece. 
This is well-known to a relatively informed audience. Which is not so popular (and needs to be) is the knowledge about the 
destabilizing interventions, through the instrumentalization of far right terrorist groups, in the European liberal democracies, to 
make sure that the right wing, pro-NATO policy is always present, with the complicity of sectors of the so called democratic 
states, their governments, armies, and security apparatuses. The fundamental reason for this lack of memory is totally political: the 
far right terrorist were protected by the democratic states, and, when they were no longer needed, their activities needed to be 
hidden, as they would become a flagrant contradiction with the Cold War propaganda that presented the western block as the block 
of freedom, democracy, and respect for Human Rights and civil liberties. The War on the Gulf showed very useful for this: when 
the Gladio network was exposed in Italy, it should had created an European-wide scandal capable of overthrowing governments, 
but the mass media managed to ignore it, hiding it under tons of information about how many missiles were thrown that day in 
Iraq. [Ganser, 2005]. This article pretends to make a quick description of this networks, and explain a little of its activities, in a 
quick way for such a complex topic. 

To explain the origin of the stay-behind networks, we have to come back to the WW2. During the war, Germany and Italy 
prepared dormant units to launch guerrilla warfare in case of Allied occupation of the territory. When the war was over, the OSS 
(Office of Strategic Services, the immediate ancestor of the CIA) and the MI6 looked for this units to recruit them and create their 
own stay-behind plans to prepare in case of invasion from the USSR. They did not only recruited nazis and fascists, but also local 
anti-communists and former right wing partisans, as the anti-fascist front of many countries was doomed due to the strong internal 
divisions, once the occupation ended. The Civil War in Greece also provided a testing ground for this units and a lot of “cold 
warriors” to the cause. [Francovich, 1992; De Lutiis, 1996; Ferraresi, 1998] 

When the hypothesis of an imminet invasion by the USSR was not longer there, these stay-behind 
groups changed their purpose, now they had to fight their local communist parties and left-wing 
revolutionary groups there where they were big, specially in Italy, Belgium, Greece and, until mid¬ 
sixties, France. [Ganser, 2005; Ferraresi, 1998; Francovich, 1992]. 

During the independence wars of Algerie and Vietnam, generals from the French School of 
Counter-Insurgency like Lacheroy and Trinquier developed the theoiy that, after the WW2, war 
was not going to be a fight of state armies, but an intervention of a state into the territory of another 
through local insurgents that used terrorism as their main weapon. For this School, to overthrow the 
insurgence, the states were supposed to apply anti-terrorist exception laws, use the military for the 
restoration of the public order with the support of the police, illegalize the political or social 
organizations suspicious of supporting insurgency, exercise an almost-totalitarian control of the population, its distribution and 
movements; and use “special interrogations” (an euphemism for torture) on the terrorists to receive information that allows the 
military and the police to reconstruct the organization of the subversives and arrest them all [Ferraresi, 1998; Trinquier, 1964]. We 
can easily see this ideas as the basis for contemporary “anti-terrorist” policies.

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In the US conservative circles and military think tanks, in the European fascist milieu, and in sectors of many European armies, 
specially the Italian and Greek one, as well as many ex-members of the OAS (which were themselves ex-soldiers of the French 
Army) the theory of the “Modern Warfare” evolved to the theory of the “Revolutionary Warfare”: all guerrillas and revolutionary 
organizations worldwide were interpreted as means of the USSR to destabilize and defeat the Western block. In 1965, the Italian 
Alberto Pollio Institute for Military Studies organized a congress on the topic of Revolutionary Warfare, both the public and the 
speakers were mainly top agents from the military and civil secret services with open fascist sympathies, as well as generals with 
coupist intentions, and also future terrorists from the groups Avanguardia Nazionale and Ordine Nuovo. Italian fascists 
intellectuals started theorizing their own “revolutionary warfare”: creating social and political unrest, through false flag attacks on 
civilians, to justify a coup by the army, and the “national revolution”. This was contemporary to the change in NATO plans for the 
Gladio network, so it's difficult to know who came with the idea first, but there's many reasons to think in a contamination or 
exchange of ideas through determinate agents, and also coincide with the foundation of Aginter Press. [Ganser, 2015; Panvini, 
2009; Ferraresi, 1998; Christie, 1984]. 


AGINTER 
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Aginter Press and it's armed branch, Organisation Armee Contre le Communisme Internationel (OACI), was an organization 
created in the mid-sixties by the former OAS Yves Guerin-Serac, who became the head of the organization; Stefanno delle Chiaie, 
one of the most important neo-fascist of all time; Otto Skorzeny, a former Waffen-SS, and others, under the protection (and 
funding) of the fascist regimes of Oliveira Salazar and general Franco, and established its main center in Lisboa. Under the cover 
of a press agency ( Ordem Central e Tradigao) Guerain-Serac directed an agency of far-right mercenaries that trained experts in 
infiltration in left groups, provocation, terrorism, dirty war, torture and interrogations, kidnapping, coups d'etat, false flag 
operations, and so on. They started operating against the liberation movements from Portuguese colonies, and later extended their 
activities through Europe and Latin America, were they participated in terrorists attacks, counter-guerrilla operations and also in a 
lot of military coups like the one of Augusto Pinochet, and received training from the secret police of the Coronels Regime of 
Greece, the KYP, and received money and had regular contact with the CIA. Aginter Press continued their activities, at least, until 
1974, when Salazar's regime fell by a military coup, but their members were warned on time and escaped. During the process of 
democratization, a parliamentary commission did a small research on their activities, that confirmed the purpose of the right wing 
cold warriors, but most of the crucial documentation had already been destroyed, presumably by the army. Aginter Press was a 
huge, well trained and well financed organization, as the sociologist Giusseppe De Lutiis said “Guerin-Serac had a network of 
informers equivalent, if not bigger, to that of a medium-size country” [Ganser, 2005, Panvini, 2009; Ferraresi, 1998; De Lutiis, 
1996; Christie, 1984]. They left a document from 1969 titled “Our Political Action”, that states: 


“Our belief is that the first phase of political activity ought to be to create the conditions favouring the installation 
of chaos in all of the regime's structures. This should necessarily begin with the undermining of the state economy 
so as to arrive at confusion throughout the whole legal apparatus. This leads on to a situation of strong political 
tension, fear in the world of industry and hostility towards the government and the political parties... In our view 
the first move we should make is to destroy the structure of the democratic state, under the cover of communist 
and pro-Chinese activities. Moreover, we have people who have infiltrated these groups and obviously we will have 
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to tailor our actions to the ethos of the milieu - propaganda and action of a sort which will seem to have emanated 
from our communist adversaries and pressure brought to bear on people in whom power is invested at every level. 
That will create a feeling of hostility towards those who threaten the peace of each and every nation, and at the 
same time we must raise up a defender of the citizenry [sic] against the disintegration brought about by terrorism 
and subversion..." 

This is directly connected to the Piazza Fontana bombing and the strategy of tension in 
Italy. In 1968, a group of young neofascists from the organizations Ordine Nuovo and 
Avanguardia Nazionale assisted to a dirty war training course organized by the Greek 
KYP and the Italian military secret services. When they came back, they infiltrated left 
groups from the Communist Party to the various leninist and maoist groups and also in 
anarchist organizations. In december 1969, Giovanni Ventura and Franco Freda planted 
a bomb in the Fontana Square of Milano, kiling 17 people and injuring 88, and their 
companions also planted bombs in Rome which exploded by the same time. Another 
group of fascists were in charge of making fake anarchist cartels on the bombing to 
blame the revolutionary left for them. Another fascist, Mario Merlino, who was 
infiltrated in the affinity group 8 th of March, inculpated this group. The secret services 
helped to cover the fascist clue and create false clues leading to the anarchists also, and 
the highest tribunals of Italy were protecting the fascists. As a result, Giuseppe Pinelli 
from the ABC of Milano was killed by the police during the interrogation, and Pietro Valpreda, from the 8 th of March group, was 
incarcerated during 14 years until he was absolved. With some variations, this routine of false flag attacks, and from 1974 also 
right wing terrorist attacks against the state. Creating chaos using terrorism, generally on civilian targets, always with the support 
of the deep state, to force repression on the left, increase social paranoia and favor the increasing police presence. This became the 
modus operandi for Italian neofascism until 1980, at least. When the terrorist were in danger, they were helped to scape to their 
safe havens in Spain or the Latin American dictatorships. There, they participated in the counter-guerrilla's, Latin American coups 
and in the Spanish repression both before and after the death of general Franco, during the Spanish “Transition” to democracy and 
during the first government of the Spanish Socialist Party (1982-1986). [Ganser, 2005; Ferraresi, 1996; Christie, 1984]. 

Gladio also worked in other countries: in Belgium, the Gladio network assassinated the chairman of the communist party in 1950, 
and it's thought by some authors to be the hand behind the Brabant killers, a mysterious gang which carried out various massacres 
in supermarkets between 1982 and 1985; in Greece, it played a great role in the coup of the coronels in 1967, and trained 
gladiators of all over Europe; Ganser believes that Gladio had a role in the coup that ended the IV French Republic, and many 
members of the OAS later worked for Aginter Press; in Turkey, Gladio supported the coups and also the counter-guerrilla against 
the PKK. [Ganser, 2005] 

Nowadays, there's a very suspicious Gladio-like process going on in Turkey: there's far right and also jihadist mercenaries 
“working” on the mass repression and slaughters in Kurdish areas, attempts of mysterious authory against left groups, which are 
used to repress the left and the Kurdish organizations, and, more recently, an alleged “split of the PKK” known as TAK has carried 
out random massacres against civilians, following the Italian style. In the end, an alleged failed coup that reinforces Erdogan's 
intentions of increasing the AKP authoritarian control over the state. Due to the protection that the AKP government ended giving 
to the Ergenekon (the Turkish equivalent of Gladio), it's reasonable to think that this methodology is still in use, and ready to be 
carried out elsewhere...

Ferraresi (RIP) was a sociologist that 
started to study the Italian far-right groups already in the 80s, it makes and interesting analysis on the neo-fascist 
organizations Ordine Nuovo and Avanguardia Nazionale, as well as Aginter Press, the Jeunee Europees and the neo- 
fascist movement in Italy and it's relationships with the Secret Services, organized crime, the P2 of Licio Gelli and Silvio 
Berlusconi... A very good read, difficult to find, though. 

- Giusseppe De Lutiis, II lato oscuro del potere. Assoziazione politiche e strutture paramilitare segrete dal 1946 a oggi. 
1996 - De Lutiis dedicated most of his work to study the history of the Italian secret services and the dirty side of them. 
This book approach some of the foundational documentation of Gladio, and the relationships between the Italian 
neofascism and the state in a very rigorous way. It's also difficult to find outside of Italy. 

- Stuart Christie, Steffano delle Chiaie, Portrait of a Black Terrorist. 1984. - The anarchist journalist made an excelent 
work on following the steps of Delle Chiaie, and, by them, the European far right around the globe. Old but gold, and 
extremely easy to find on the internet: https://libcom.org/history/stefano-delle-chiaie-portrait-black-terrorist-stuart- 
christie

Background: 

TAV is the italian acronym for Treno ad Alta Velocita i.e. HSR, High-Speed Rail. This 
is a railway that allows a sustained speed higher than 200 km/h (124 mph) and its 
peak speed is around 300 km/h. Even though for the most recent project of the Turin- 
Lyon it would be more appropriate to call it TAC (Treno ad Alta Capacita, High- 
Capacity Train), since it’s intended mainly for transport of goods, the misleading 
name of TAV remains. 


In 1991 a new high-speed railway between Turin and Lyon was planned to be added 
to the current line across the Alps in the context of the creation of a European HSR 
network. The Turin-Lyon TAV is part of EU project TEN (Trans-European Network), 
particularly of the PP6 axis, from Lyon to the Ukrainian border. TEN project doesn’t 
require the railway to be of high-speed type, but the Italian and French governments agreed to build the Turin-Lyon as part of such technology. 
Works were supposed to start during the second half of the Nineties, but as of 2011 just a few side structures located in France have been 
finished. Today’s expectation is that it can’t be completed within 2030. 

The project consists of two twin tunnels, each of them 56-km (35-mile) long and 6-m (20-foot) wide, reaching 2,000 meters of depth 
underground, plus many other satellite tunnels - each longer than 10 kilometers - one of which is planned to run under Turin. Some connection 
open-air stretches are also part of the plan. Exactly in this same area there is the Susa Valley - 2 km at its widest - which French TGVs already 
run across simply by reducing their speed. 

The estimated cost of the line is 13 billion euros but on the basis of already completed TAV trunks, the final cost is expected to be about 4 times 
higher than planned. 

The Struggle: 

Several local committees, approximately one for each town, sustain and organize the struggle. The committees involve common citizens and a 
few local branches of national environmentalist associations. Some left-wing political parties and trade unions (amongst which FIOM, CUB and 
COBAS) sympathize with the struggle, although they are not formally involved in it. 

The first opposition dates back to 1992 with a committee called Habitat. The first project was expected to pull down houses in Condove and 
Caprie, two little towns (pop. 3,000) in the valley. The first committee included some experts of transport systems and acquired technical data 
that were to become decisive for the future of the struggle 

The struggle grew slowly during the first years, but it reached the mainstream media at the beginning of the new century, when the number of 
people involved in demonstrations hit 10,000. 

In October 2005, protesters stopped for one day the installation of three detection points in Mompantero, despite a huge police intervention. In 
the following two months the zone of detection points was military occupied by police forces, with three checkpoints. Some people had to show 
their documents each time they move to/from their house. 
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On the 30th of November, 2005 the acquisition of pieces of land for an auxiliary tunnel in Venaus (near Mompantero) was stopped by more than 
2,000 people, giving the start to what is called ’The free repubblic of Venaus) link al post. This experience forced the government to open a new 
discussion about the line, which led to a new project, slightly better than the old line but actually not so different. 

In May 2011 the government announced they were going to open the construction site of the new line in Chiomonte, but the No-TAV movement 
stopped the first attempt and kept guarding the zone for about one month, until June 27th, when over 1,000 policemen sent them away using CS 
gas weapons (use of which is prohibited under the terms of the 1997 Chemical Weapons Convention, signed by most nations, including Italy, in 
1993). On July 3rd another big demonstration link al post (about 40,000 people) tried to repeat what they did in 2005 but this time the reaction of 
police forces was stronger and they didn’t succeed. 

At the end of Summer 2011, police and military forces were still guarding the area but the work hadn’t started yet, and protest continued in 
various ways, from nightly cacerolazo to peaceful invasions of the restricted zone. When the protest got near the fences most of the times police 
used CS gas to drive back protesters. On September 2011 two women have been arrested with accusation of aggression to a public officer and 
held in prison awaiting for the trial. 

The reasons of the NoTAV (syntetically): Unusefulness of the TAV: 

- The pro-TAV says that without the new line Turin-Lyon, the Italy will be isolated from the rest of the Europe. Actually in Susa Valley already 
exists maby connections Italy-France, that is: highway of the Frejus (A32), railway of the Frejus (Turin-Modane), and two international roads. 

- The promoters have alway been speaking about an increasing trafic on the line, but the real data about last 20 years show a substantial 
stagnation, whith a little decrease after 2008, both of passengers and goods. 

-The railway of the Frejus in it’s Alpine part is used less than half of it’s capacity. 

Unsustainable damages: 

-According to preliminar project of 2010 the expense will be of 14000 millions od euros only for the part in italian territory (much more 
according to indipendent calculations). To find enough money italy nedds to contract new debts with banks, but Italin public debt is already over 
130% of PIL, and one of the highest in Europe, this debt is the reason for wich italian government in the last months is cutting most public 
services. 

- None of the evaluations says that the takings of the new railway can suffice to pay the expenses . 

Negative environmental impact: 

- The work for the construction of the line will last for more than 20 years, during wich hundreds of trucks will cross the valley bringing 
excavation material, with great emission of C02 and thin dusts 

- The work for the galleries are likely to affect the water-bearing stratum, this already happend inTuscany, where 7 villages got their aqueducts 
dry due to TAV works. 

- There are many proofs that the mountains under wich the main tunnel must be excavated contains uranium and asbestos, and the reassurances 
of the pro-TAV about security techniques to be used are vague and contradictory.

The Dark Skies Above us Compilations: “Noise for Standing Rock ” (released September 20,2017) 

Different bands with a common objective (Background) 


The Dakota Acces Pipeline, a part of the Bakken pipeline project, is a 
1 172 mile-long (1,886 km) underground oil pipeline project in the United States. 

Pipeline begins in the Bakken oil fields in Northwest North Dakota and travels in a more or 
less straight line southeast, through South Dakota and Iowa, ending at the oil tank farm near 
Patoka, Illinois. It was rejected to route the pipeline across the Missouri River near Bismarck 
due to its proximity to municipal water resources; residential areas; and road, wetland, and 
waterway underneath the Missouri River half a mile (800m) from the Standing Rock Indian 
Reservation. A spill could cause major adverse effects on the waters that the tribe and 
individuals on the area rely upon. This water serves as well as Fort Yates in North Dakota, 
which it's located at only 10 miles (16kms) from Standing Rock Camp. 

A studio was asked to the authorities in order to calculate the possible damage that the oil 
pipelines could cause. Evidence of the harmful situation, - and the support that this protests 
gathered - as September 2016, the United States Department of Justice had received more 
than 33 000 petitions to review all permits and order a full review of the project's 
environmental effects. 

On April 2016 a Camp was established for protesting against it. In September 2016 workers bulldozed a section of the land that has been identified as sacred 
ground. Protests remained while the military and police forces were using dogs, water cannons or peeper spray for dissolving the protests and even to clear the 
encampments close to the pipeline's path. In December "A ruptured pipeline has spilled more than 176 000 gallons of crude oil into a hillside and a Little Missouri 
River tributary about 150 miles west of Cannon Ball, N.D. (...) A segment of the Belle Fourche Pipeline near Belfield, N.D., began leaking earlier this month, 
contaminating nearly six miles of the Ash Coulee Creek before cleanup workers contained it". (Washington Post). The project was halted that month in order to 
review the environmental impact from the construction but situation became darker in January 2017 with the arrival of Donald Trump to the presidence signing an 
executive order to advance the construction of the pipeline. Since June, oil is flowing through the pipeline and it will eventually transport more than 520 000 
barrels of oil per day. // Many thanks to all the bands that collaborated! // https://thedarkskiesaboveus.bandcamp.com/album/noise-for-standing-rock // 
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Huldrekall is a Psychedelic Black Metal from Olympia, Cascadia 
(Washington). 

We talked a little about this band and his label. 


1- As far as the band goes: 

We formed the band in 2010 in Seattle, Cascadia. It started as 
Clay (guitar/vocals) and I (Dylan, drums/vocals) and we soon 
after added Parker (2nd guitar). After about a year or so of 
playing shows we released a split tape with Mania. Around 
that time Clay and I moved to Olympia. 

We split ways with Parker and continued the band as a 2 piece 
for about another year and a half and released another split, 
this time with L'Acephale. At around this point Clay stopped 
doing vocals and we both started adding synth. 

Lukas joined us on bass from around mid 2012 to mid 2014 
when he left and was replaced by Alex. Alex joined just in 
time for the recording of our first full length "Into the JEther" 
and has been playing bass with us ever since. We have 
recently started putting together the songs that will become a 
new full length that we'll hopefully record this spring. 

Musically we take a lot of influence from black metal and 
ambient, especially bands like Ulver, Ludicra, Tangerine 
Dream, Nagelfar and Paysage D'hiver 

2- Would you talk about black metal scene in squats 
(anarchist occupations) there? 

Unfortunately we don't have the same laws for squating and 
political occupation of space so there aren't many well known 
anarchist squats in the Northwest here like there are in Europe. 
In the states these days (with perhaps a few exceptions) squats 
are mosdy used for personal living areas and must be kept 
generally private from the surrounding community and 
definitely from police. 


Since squats are considerably less able to have shows (though 
some do still happen) there isn't a lot of black metal concerts 
going on in squats. In recent years more punks have been 
embracing and creating black metal music, however because 
putting on a show at a squat greatly increases the risk of 
eviction, there haven't been many that i am aware of. I would 
also say that in general black metal is still not incredibly 
popular with american anarchists because of BM's history and 
tendency to be apolitical, nationalistic, and anti-PC

3- Do you play live? Planned a tour? 

We've played about 30 or more shows in the past 6 years and 
plan to continue playing live. In June of last year we did a 
short west coast tour with Alda. For this year we are hoping to 
do another west coast tour this summer and are hoping to go to 
either Europe or Japan later in the year, but so far nothing is 
set in stone. 

We look forward to making our way over to Europe, if not this 
year then next. Also we have begun writing and rehearsing for 
a new full length, keep an eye out for a new tape on 
Einsamkeit Tapes around Summer 2016. Thanks to TDSAU 
collective for spreading anarchist black metal and fighting 
sexism, homo/transphobia and fascism in the underground! 

Einsamkeit is a small underground label based out of 
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Olympia, WA USA. I started the label in 2009. Since then I 
have released 14 albums by projects from the Cascadia region 
of the northwest U.S., with the main focus being on Black 
Metal, Neo-Folk and Dark Ambient. All releases I've done 
have been on cassette, but a few albums have had CD-r 
pressings as well.

Interview with DAWN RAY'D, as the band states in their 
fb information: 

Black Metal from the north of England. 
///Destroy NSBM y death to all fascist apologists! /// 


1- I want to talk about Ruins Fest, WCOLT (if u still play 
them in live - im a fanboy). Dawn Ray'D and anarchist 
black metal scene in england's squats. Is it ok for u? 
Thanks 

Why did you decide to split up? 

DAWN RAY'D: We Came Out Like Tigers came to an end 
because our bassist Ollie could no longer commit to doing so 
many shows each year. 

We had always been a band that toured a lot so we didn't want 
to change that, we felt if we had played fewer shows the 
band would slow down and gradually fade out. 

It had been Ollie, Fabian and myself from the very start of the 
band, and it would be weird for us to tour without him and I 
think it would have been strange for him to see us play those 
songs without him. The only fair thing to do was to stop the 
band and then everyone could continue on in their own way. 
We are still good friends and he makes music in the same 
rehearsal space as us. 

We also realised we didn't really want to play screamo any 
more. I personally felt I had nothing more to add to that genre, 
so it was good time to stop that band and start something new. 

2- I love his voice. Whats his band now? What are 
influences of Dawn Rayd? 

DR: Yeah, Ollie is a really good singer. His new band is called 
Shaman Yew, they have done a tour of the UK and I think they 
are planning a release pretty soon. 



Influences for Dawn Ray'd are pretty varied, but the short 
answer would be black metal, some neo-folk and a small 
amount of crust, mixed with a commitment to anarchism and 
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militant anti-fascism. There is an endless list of bands I could 
mention, but some bands we were excited about at the time of 
writing were Venom, Ulver, Iskra, Wolves In The Throne 
Room, Darkspace, Blut Aus Nord, Knelt Rote, Skagos, 
Disemballerina and Sangre De Muerdago. We believe that for 
too long NSBM has gone unchecked and we are keen to be 
part of a credible resistance against that scene, both musically 
and ideologically, so as to inflict as much damage to those 
ideas as possible, using different diverse tactics.

3- Very great answer. Future releases? 

DW: We haven't got any releases ready to announce yet, 
although we are planning for the next record we do to be a full 
length, and we have recently started writing for it! 

4- Tour? 

DW: We are in the planning stages of a number of tours for 
this year, but again we will announce things once they are 
complete. We tried to play as many shows as we could last 
year, we toured mainland Europe 3 times and the UK once, 
plus a bunch of one off shows and weekenders, which was 
tough because we didn't have a record for the first 2 tours! We 
plan to keep up the same pace with regards to playing live, 
although we are also going to be focusing heavily on writing 
this next record for a lot of 2016. 

5- What about black metal in UK's squats? 

DW: There aren't a lot of squats in the UK that host shows, 
shows tend to happen in more professional type venues and 
bars, which is a shame, all our best shows on that mainland 
have been in squats! 

There are some amazing black metal bands in the UK at the 
moment, but there's not as much overlap between the crust 
scene and the black metal scene over here, although that is 
slowly starting to change. 

I think because the UK is an island it has developed in 
isolation a little bit, so the music scenes and the touring circuit 


are different here to the rest of Europe. This isn't bad, just 
different. 

We haven't played many UK shows yet, only around 10, but 
they have all been amazing.

From the cold and quiet central/north Europe to the warm and animated door on the Balcans, after two editions in Belgium the No 
Sanctuary Fest this years moves to Rijeka, in Croatia, to bring his black stain on this famous and sunny turistic coast, a kind of 


contrast that promise so much! 

And actually already one or two days before the city fills 
up with crusts and black punx camping in the green areas 
or fuckin around in the center looks like dark cracks in 
the eyes of tourists and happy families with their 
photocameras and topographic maps. 

The location of the festival is something one of a kind; 
relatively far from the center, in a almost abandoned area, 
the industrial zone of the city leave place to the luxuriant 
green of the hills and mountains, and in this last urban 
sweep we find the two stages on which will take turns the 
bands; the first is under a tunnel, the second is inside a 
building upon a flight of steps. Above we have the 
camping area, even this with an enviable view in which is 
even possible to see the castle of Rijeka! 

The line up is scary, we talk about bands like Agathocles, 

Deviated Instinct, Fatum, The Mob, Misantropic, Cancer 
Spreading, Deaf Kids, Silence Means Death, Fight Back 
and many more very appreciable. 

Almost all the bands play really good, noteworthy the 
Deviated Instinct performance, they take out the vast from their various musical experience, and Misantropics too; with their 
metallized hardcore spur to the most terrible mosh creating a wall of sound eardum-crusher. 

The atmospheres that the lights can create and the choreography are really simple and rude and reach to hit the target, very good 
the jugglers too with their antigas masks and apocalyptic dresses does numbers rolling fire torches and stayng in ballance uppon 
stilts. 

The food is quite good and appreciated the disponibility of the staff, obviously compatible with the people and not acting like 
"workers" appart, even this keep the DIY and human attitude of the event, and this make it better than many festivals with huge 
bands but with VIP dynamics and "big stuff". 

The only great flaw; the high price of the ticket, we talk about 50 euros for 2 days, way too much, actualy this had his impact on 
the participation at the event (were provided 500 peoples, but in facts it's not clear if it reached 300!) talking with some comrades 
in Zagreb days later I heard that this not much accessibility to the entrance left the bitter in the mouth of manies. 

Despite this last bad note the festival have been great in itself, everything worked, the bands kicked asses and the organizzation did 
not dissapoint.

Alda - "Passage" LP 

Year: 2015 Genre: Black Metal, 

Blackened Crust, Hardcore 
Country: United States 

The album begins with, The Clearcut which 
has the noise ambience of crickets followed 
by guitar strumming. The guitars entangle 
into their own chorus until a dramatic pause 
followed by guitar plucking reminiscent of 
Central American folk which is joined by 
beautiful singing, not only from the male 
singer but the female as well. You are sucked 
into an absolutely beautiful album and know 
it at this point. I was hesitant, but I already 
was thinking "this is a five star album" to 
myself already. The song then makes a 
dramatic pause to accelerate into power 
chords and screaming lyrics of despair and 
desperation. 

Their second track, Passage begins under the 
cover of rainfall with an absolutely brilliant, 
dark and sombre strumming mixed with 
power chords that leads to somewhat 
accelerated power chords and screaming that 
chums your soul. Their third track. 
Weathering is quite sombre and darkly 
appealing that builds up with a slight 
intensity that subtly maintains that attractive 
sombreness and darkness.

ANARCHIST WOLVES - "Kill the Fascist 
Seed EP" EP 

Year: 2017 Genre: Blackened 

Crust/Grind/Thrash Country: USA 

Another brilliant solo project, this one from 
anonymous artist "Wolf Boy" in New 
Mexico.According to the artist, the album is 
intended to "fuel your outrage, to soundtrack 
your organizing and agitating, and to propel 
you into the streets to stop fascism." Worthy 
goals all round. 

The album is aggressively lo-fi and anti¬ 
commercial in all the finest traditions of the 
punk and black metal scenes that spawned it, 
paying homage to the greats of the genre with 
a clear influence from the Norwegian second 
wave. The dark tremolo picked intro to 
"Interlachen", resolving into furious crusty 
riffing, perfecdy enacpsulates the violent 
mood of the album, along with its wide range 
of influences. The longest track on the album, 
"Plight of Insurrection" similarly 
utilizes mournful minor key ambience before 
shattering the atmosphere into shards of raw 
crust punk and militaristic drumming. 

What I found particularly interesting was the 
blend of hardcore elements into the mix, with 
breakdown-esque sections surrounded by 
blast beats, punky riffing, gurgling screams, 
and the kind of tremolo picking in minor 
keys that is normally found in much more 


traditional black metal. That being said, this 
is clearly a black metal release, not a punk 
one. The warlike aggression in the music, the 
militant drumming, the incredibly 
provocative and threatening lyrics, and their 
vicious delivery all combine to make 
Anarchist Wolves an expression of not just 
antifascist rage, but the kind of revolutionary 
art this genre is so exclusively brilliant at 
producing.

BLACKEND HORIZON "Nerhegeb" LP 

Year: 2016 Genre: Raw Atmospheric 

Blackened Crust Country: Germany 

Blackend Horizon, to some extent, defies 
genre labels. Moments of pure noise rear 
through waves of mournful ambience, 
crushingly crusty aggression mellows with 
atmospheric DSBM-esque melodies, and 
"Raw Atmospheric Blackened Crust" seems 
to fall short of complete accuracy when 
trying to encompass the real span and depth 
of this strongly anti-racist German solo 
project. 

The opening track, "As Shadows Above 
Nephilim", is the second longest on the 
album, and uses the fourteen-plus minutes 
allotted to it to build a slow, ominous 
atmosphere, interspersed with ethereal 
shrieks, distortion-heavy riffing and keyboard 
work reminiscent of early Burzum (although 
in this case we can all be grateful the artist 
behind Blackend Horizon isn't a racist 
douchebag). Lyrically I read it as dealing 
with the insane willingness to poison and 
destroy the future out of misguided stupidity 
in the present - the lines "We gathered the 
children/We killed our future/We killed 
ourselves" best conveyed this sense for me. 
"56°30'09.3"N, 14°42'45.7"E" is much 

shorter, using a stronger mix of keyboards 
thrown through the harshness and 
melancholy of the guitar and vocal work to 
build a true sense of mournful loss, and the 
building of slow, depressive madness. 

"The Third Week of Autumn" begins with 
sonorous bass plucking, static- distortion 
slowly building behind it before launching 
into a surprisingly gentle melody. Far and 
away the most depressive and atmospheric 
track on the album, the lyrics seem to deal 
with lost love, and a sense of hopelessness 
toward a future without that love in it. It was 
listening to this track that really impressed 
me with the vocals and how they were mixed 
in, with a hard-struck balance between raw 
intensity and emotion in the more black metal 
or crusty sections, without overbearing the 
ephemeral, ethereal softness the electronic 
elements lend some of the tracks, such as on 
the instrumental ambient track "A Parhelions 
Last Descending". 

The final - and longest - song on the album, 
"Now, I Am Become Death, The Destroyer 
Of Worlds" opens with similar electronic 
softness, before making a rough transition to 
raw, ponderous riffing, and slow, 
heartrending howls echoing through the mix. 
The song flows through softer and harder 
passages, building to a sample of Robert 
Oppenheimer's comment on the use of atomic 
bombs in the Trinity tests, where he 
references the Bhagavad-Gita. The final slow, 


synthesized notes trail gradually to nothing, a 
fittingly mournful and understated end to a 
complex and engaging album. Overall I 
strongly recommend this and the artist's prior 
works as fascinating and intriguing pieces of 
underground artwork.

Country: USA 

Kremator is an undeniably unique project, 
and is almost entirely unlike anything I've 
heard before. Aiming to create nature- 
inspired atmospheric grindcore (christened 
"atavistic mulchcore" by the band's solo 
member), the highly experimental music 
makes heavy use of drums and guttural 


vocals in a style reminiscent of traditional 
grindcore, but differs in that generally no 
other instrumentation is used, save the 
recorded sounds of the artist breathing into a 
microphone. The only instance of traditional 
instrumentation in "Return" is acoustic guitar 
on the final track. 

Lyrically, the aim was to create "a mixture I 
would call atavistic anarcho-communism. 
The idea was to "Return" to a forest to get 
away from the destruction of life in a 
capitalistic hellhole of a post-industrial city." 
It charts the flight from civilisation at a 
personal level, escaping from "this decrepit 
city" in the first track, and slowly exploring 
and discussing the artist's ideology through 
the rest of the album. Most of the music was 
inspired by trips to the Yosemite and Sequoia 
National Parks, and it reads as an acutely 
intimate piece of art, with a tangible sense of, 
to use his own word, "atavistic" longing, a 
desperate desire for simpler life in a rain- 
shrouded forest, away from the choking filth 
we are surrounded with by modem society. 

The final two tracks present, in very different 
ways, an impassioned and profound cry 
directed at those of us who cling to 
civilisation - in "Return", the lyrics provide 
the call directly; "The fires shall bum for 
you /Won’t you come and be with us /To be 
back in the wild". Once the echoes of 
"Return" fade away, the final track, "Espere", 
(a name which, I discovered after extensive 
Googling, is a first-person form of an old 
French verb meaning "to wait", "to hope", or 
"to expect") holds not only the lovely 
allusions in the tide, conveying layers of 
meaning plain English couldn't hope to 
accomplish, but also the song itself is the 
only instrumental track on the album, 40 
seconds of gende acoustic guitar closing the 
album in a soft kind of melancholic hope for 
a greener future. 

The music is extremely experimental, and is a 
long way from stereotypical easy listening, 
but despite the challenging sound the 
message beneath is heartfelt, deeply personal, 
and beautiful. Definitely worth a listen if 
you're looking to broaden your horizons.

Black Metal Country: USA 

Today, January 1st, 2017 marks two years 
since the release of, Lectoblix's, "The Night 
Shall Last Forever." Beginning with a series 
of lucid dreams, this release was crafted from 
raw emotion into a beautiful piece of artwork. 
"My music is a chronicling of a dreaming 
man's journey to wake up. His encoutners 
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and experiences therein cause an inner war 
between staying and leaving. Will he make 
up his mind before time runs out?" , Diem 
Exuro says, describing the concept behind 
Lectoblix. The moment "The Taste of 
Triumph" fades in audibly, we're thrown 
relentlessly into the DSBM atmosphere that 
after just a minute grabs a hold of you by the 
sternum and tears the fibers of your heart. I 
hold this album very dear, and very personal; 
if any of you readers love atmosphere, this 
release has the ability to leave its listeners in 
a trance. This album has helped me through 
some very tough times over the past two 
years, by allowing me to escape from reality; 
offering another perspective. Every song on 
this release is so incredibly unique; each a 
bold statement. Something I found to be truly 
remarkable is each track's ability to consume 
you in its presence, but not let you float away 
into despair; rather it drives you forward in 
the way that you don't realize you're rocking 
your head back and forth. The concept alone 
is enough to draw you in, but by the time the 
track-list has hit, "The Night Shall Last 
Forever", and, "Midnight Tales" the music 
will have won your soul. Every chord, every 
progression, every note; I listen, and know in 
my heart that I've felt that pain. Like I had 
said before, this album is very dear and 
personal to me; as it's helped me through my 
own personal mental struggles. Some of you 
may take a glance at the album art, turn your 
noses up, and mock "Brony Metal" but the 
aggression that lies dormant within the 
atmosphere created by Lectoblix is far more 
than enough to change your perspective. This 
album truly is a masterpiece in itself, Diem 
Exuro surely is not selling anyone short with 
this release; it's not easy to find an album you 
can listen to on repeat for hours, and not want 
to change it. This album is that prized- 
possession. It's so complex, diverse, and the 
emotions could not be any clearer.

NIDSTANG "Retribution Will Come" LP 
Year: 2017 

Genre: Raw Black Metal / Crust 
Country:USA 

The impressive debut of this solo project, 
created by one of the members of Huldrekall 
and influenced by the ideals of DIY punk, 
opens softly with "Bind", an ambient 
soundscape of synthesisers grinding through 
slow changes and gritty texture, before 
tearing into raw black metal aggression and 
hardcore riffing in "Ergi", and the shorter 
track "Nidstang". The album builds in speed, 
becoming a juggernaut fast, heavy, raw black 
metal, the kind of lo-fi staticky goodness any 
crust punk worth their patches will be left 


swooning over. 

Vocally it's uncompromising stuff, with pure 
ferocity howling through the mix in a boiling 
overflow of ruthless aggression directed at a 
corrupt and complacent status quo. At times 
the pace varies from blistering aggression to 
slower and heavier, more reminiscent of 
particularly rough metallic hardcore than 
crust or black metal. This is particularly 
developed on the fourth track, "Without". 
These pace changes allow the album a kind 
of freshness to each track, rather than 
stagnating in an identical format; it hits hard 
and fast, and leaves you reeling. 

The album closes with another ambient track, 
this one with a subdy different mood and 
feeling to "Bind", more sorrowful and final, 
and called "Bound", a simple and direct end 
to an interesting and well-developed album. 
Overall it's an extremely impressive first 
effort, and there are few similarities to the 
artist's main band, Huldrekall - Nidstang is 
most definitely its own project, not a pale 
copy. Can't wait to see where this debut 
leads.

'Trench foot' is a drone/noise band from 
Salamanca, Spain. This is an experimental 
projects that from an anarchist perspective 
wants to talk about the modem bourgeois 
State based on three important pillars that 
sustain it: the importance of state institutions, 
the ethics of health and welfare, and the 
monopoly of violence. I'm going to translate 
what was send to me because I find this 
important to comprehend: 

"The first song includes a text file (I think 
you can read from Bandcamp), in which I 
propose that the creation of the State arises 
as a way to maintain control over the 
population once the theological substrate 
falls, being necessary to resort to something 
so ineffable and transcendent as laws. Given 
this , I propose to go to the myth of Hercules 
to decapitate the absolute power of the 
bourgeois state. 

In the second (actually third) I sample some 
verses of Artaud, the poet of the disease, 
where the disease is claimed as a way of life. 
I think the hygienist tendency, which lasts to 
our days, does not seek health as an end in 
itself, but sees it as a pretext for greater 
productive force: a greater health, greater 
efficiency at work. The best oil to the 
machinery of capital are healthy people. 
And the last song is based in the Weberian 
thesis that the state is the monopoly of 
legitimate violence, to claim all violence 
against the State itself. Hence the name, as it 
is based on Mateo Morral, a Spanish 
anarchist who tried to undermine Alfonso 
XIII in his mouth throwing a bomb with a 
bouquet of flowers."

HRVST: Death 

by Hendrik Thiele and Sebastian Thauer 
(Reflections Records / Averse Publishing, 2010) 

As you can see from the info above, this book is not really new. It is the first one in a series that I think has had one follow up this 
far. However, as this is a release that is quite remarkable and as the topic of this artistically diverse book is quite timeless, I 
decided to write something about it. 

This book was published by a company called Averse Publishing and the main guys behind it are not really familiar to me. 
However, one of the distributors, who also acted as a co-producer, definately is. Johan from Reflections magazine (and later 
Reflections records) is a guy that I have a great respect for. This respect is mainly due to his zine being really one of the best in the 
field of hardcore/punk as far as I am concerned. What made it special for me is that he was interested in issues that really ARE 
interesting, not the stuff that people usually ask, like “Do you like your new record?” (Well,duh?), “Hows the tour been going so 
far?” (Usually it has been going “pretty good, thanks ”...blah blah blah). I am so tired of generic and mostly superficial stuff like 
that. So Johan wasnt really like that. At all. He was into asking people about their values in life, beliefs, all those kind of deeper 
questions. 

Knowing all this, it did not really come as such a great surprise to me that Johan had taken part in publishing a book that deals 
with bigger issues and this time, really one of the biggest; DEATH. 

Life is a big thing too but somehow death is monumental. It is monumental because it is much more final, mysterious and is 
guaranteed to provoke different kinds of reactions, most of them being pretty intense. 

The contributors of this book are mostly different kind of artists. Many of them are musicians and quite a few of them are from 
hardcore, punk or metal bands. However, there are also illustrators, poets and novelists presented here. Some of these people are 
familiar to me and some of them are not. Some of the musicians featured here are: Chris Colohan (Cursed, Left For Dead, The 
Swarm, Ruination, Burning Love, ect...), Geert Van Der Velde (Shai Hulud), Steve Brodsky (Cave In), Rob Moran (Unbroken) and 
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Wesley Eisold (American Nightmare/Some Girls/Cold Cave). 

The graphic design of this book is awesome. The theme of withering leaves is great and obviously fits very well with the book's 
main title HRVST (Harvest). The content, be it literal or visual, is really varied as far as styles and the overall feel goes. Mark 
(From the band Charles Bronson) has done some pretty disturbing photo collages containing something that appears to be a 
mixture of snuff/extreme pornography, body parts and other gore. Thankfully it is only on black and white, but as such it is still a 
representation of our world as IT IS and not how I (or maybe also Chris) would LIKE it to be. Such things exist and I think while 
it hurts some of us to see that kind of stuff, it is important that people bring forth also those darker areas of human behaviour. 

There are also some written pieces that go on to describe violence in a very realistic fashion. Heavy stuff but nothing that would 
really shock me at this day and age. 

However, it is not the most brutal and violent stuff that provoked the strongest emotions in me. It was the descriptions of love and 
sadness over the loss of a loved one, be it an animal or a human being. Some of these kind of writings really got me emotionally. I 
found that I could relate to the pain of the one who wrote the story. 

Many of the stories here in this book appear to be from real life, but there are also some works of fiction too. This, along with 
other variations of the theme that is in this book, makes the book interesting and it really does not become repetetive. There are, 
however, few stories that repeat many of the dishes about death that we have all heard way too many times ( “Death is the end ”, 
“You should live your life the fullest, because you do not know when you will die ” or “Death should not be feared but welcomed as 
a friend ”) but I guess this is unavoidable. And afterall, many of these so called dishes have at least something that hits home with 
many of us. 

There are many awesome pieces of art in this book and since there are so many different styles represented, it does not really seem 
fair to compare them to each other. Colohan's piece was something that stuck to my mind, but maybe it was only because it was in 
the beginning and it was the first time I felt connected to the writer. There were several artistic pieces after that that did the same. 

I would recommend this book to anyone who likes to read good stories and likes to read zine -type of stuff that goes beyond the 
boring music scene style of writing. It was quite cheap when I got it but some of the stuff in it is worth more than most novels that 
one comes across these days.

I write to you cause 
Paola's parents still havent got money for funeral costs. 6000 euros. Moving Paola from Genoa to Canicattini bagni 
(Siracuse). I know out from here is hard and everyone of you have his troubles, but I ask you a little effort, to every anarchist 
comrades, all can be pan of this cause with a revolutionary action, cause also help with the funeral of the gf of a comrade in 
jail for the facts concern eveiyone, is a revolutionary action”.
